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Library is Calling All Teens

Taber Library Director Libby O' Neill is hoping to 
devise a future lineup of teen-centric events to draw more 
of them in to take advantage of all that the library has to 
offer. What they need first, though, are some suggestions 
from the local teenage cohort. 

"We are really trying to get more school-aged kids 
to come into the library," said O' Neill. "We hope to have 
a lot more programs for them coming up." 

The library hosted an afternoon program of 
henna painting on March 1 with Heather Cault-Nulton, 
professional henna artist, who gave each guest their own 
henna tattoo. 

The art of henna has been practiced for over 5,000 
years in countries like India, Pakistan, and in regions of 
Africa and the Middle East. 

The paint is derived from Lawsonia inermis, 
known as the henna tree, mignonette tree, or Egyptian 
privet, a flowering plant of over 12 feet high. Historically, 
the paint has been used for body adornment, sunblock, 
a topical skin ointment, and its cooling properties in hot 
desert regions. 

The paint stains the skin for one to three weeks and 
is safe to use, being vegetable-based and natural. 

"It's quite popular," said O' Neill. "We had about 
13 people, which is great, and we really don't get teens 
into the library all that often." 

Those 13 teens, said O' Neill, were a pretty good

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per 
indoor cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes 
should be cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in 
general do not like covered boxes. Get rid of the 
cover. Cats also prefer boxes to be as out in the 
open as possible so they don't feel trapped going 
in or out. There should be 2 or 3 ways for the 
cat to get out of the box. In general, cats prefer 
clumping litter as well. Stay with one that works 
and don't get fooled into buying what ever is on 
sale.

Kentucky in April. 

Only a few days before the regional Worcester 
event, they explained the robot's technical capabilities. 

The students were given an objective, a goal, a task 
that their robot must be able to complete. For this event, 
the robots must be able to launch balls into a net, grab 
orbs from the playing surface that will give their team 
extra points, and partner with another team's robot by 
coupling the devices in synchronized movement while 
also fending off their opponent's attempts to do the same. 

In order to accomplish this, the team starts at the 
end and works backwards or as they emphasized, "we 
reverse engineer the robot." 

Engineering is indeed what these students must 
do in order to create a fully functioning robot and 
considering that this is the first full year for the robotics 
club, their uphill journey pits them against larger schools 
with seasoned teams. 

One critical element that is a requirement of the 
competition is to keep a journal, or log, that details 
every single task and problem-solving necessity the 
team worked through during the development of the 
robot. This journal. Brush said, constitutes a significant 
number of points the students must earn. Their ability to 
transcribe the involved steps they powered through in 
order to build the robot and then have it function with 
pinpoint accuracy fell to senior and team captain Smith.

team had to consistently solve engineering problems from 
the design process through the actual building of the 
robot. 

They did not work in a vacuum, however. Like 
many of the programs OCRVTHS offers their students, 
cross pollination of shop talents is required to get a task 
done. In the case of the robotics team, they leaned on 
carpentry, machine, graphics, as well as the electrical 
engineering shops. 

As Sunday, March 6 came to a close. Brush said 
during a telephone interview, 'Tt was really good . . . what 
we accomplished this year is amazing." He continued, 
"The competition was tough, some schools had a lot of 
financial resources." 

And although this team won't be advancing. Brush 
said, "We are not stopping." He said that the students 
had to face lots of trial and error episodes throughout the 
weekend, but "they were determined to make the most of 
the experience." 

"The students learned more this weekend then they 
ever would in regular class," Brush shared. "This was our

open Space Integration, 
Consolidation in Marion

The Master Plan process in Marion has shifted 
into 'open space mode' and how to manage open space 
properties in the future. 

Currently, a number of different entities acquire 
and oversee open space parcels, evidenced by a recent 
map of Marion that resembles a patchwork blanket of 
sorts showing which entities are responsible for which 
parcels. With a new Master Plan in the works, the 
Town could seek to consolidate the parcels and form a 
stewardship over all town-owned lands instead of the 
piecemeal state it is in now. 

The Sippican Lands Trust, Marion Open Spaces 
Acquisition Commission, Conservation Commission, 
and Recreation Department, among other entities, all 
manage different parcels of protected land based on the 
characteristics of the land and their particular intended 
uses. What a joint meeting of these groups on March 7 is 
debating now is whether to continue in this way or strive 
for cohesion. 

But first, the group aims to answer a few of its own 
questions - what do we have now, what is it used for, who 
manages it, and what do we want to do with it? 

"This is just the beginning," said Margie Baldwin, 
member of the Tree and Parks Committee and head of this 
Master Plan open spaces subcommittee. 

The group discussed the criteria for acquiring 
chosen properties - whether the lands would be 
contiguous, recreation, forestland protection, aquifer 
protection - and how to assess their management and the 
acquisition of parcels in the future.

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''[Aquifer protection] is one of our tops," said 
MOSAC and Pathways Committee Chairman John 
Rockwell. During a past survey, Rockwell said aquifer 
protection was the top concern of residents when it came 
to MOSAC land acquisition. 

Rockwell supports releasing a new survey to gather 
input from residents for the open spaces section of the 
Master Plan, since the last survey was conducted in 2011. 
He said a survey conducted five years ago would only 
provide the town with obsolete information. 

"We looked at our 2011 . . . results and said, you 
know, a lot of this stuff no one is listening to," said 
Rockwell. "You can't really listen to old surveys because 
they're so old." 

Baldwin, Conservation Commission Chairman 
Norm Hills, and Music Hall Advisory Committee and 
Tree & Parks Committee member Tinker Saltonstall all 
either opposed a new survey or preferred to hold-off on 
the survey for now, calling it premature. 

For the time being, the group plans to hold a series 
of open workshops for public input and discuss their own 
concerns and ideas during meetings such as this one. 

The group's goals are to make the most of the 
town's open space lands, increase public access and 
awareness of them, and possibly form a parks system 
within the town under the stewardship of one town entity. 

One fundamental question remains: Does the town 
want to develop these properties as recreational or does it

simply want to preserve them? 

"'Do you want a public works [entity] or do you 
want a park system in town?" asked Jonathan Howland 
of the SLT. "Because it's two different things. I think it 
would be great if this town had a park system. 

It's all good, said Baldwin, but how do we bring 
that cohesive effort together, she asked. 

With so many unanswered questions, the group 
tasked Rockwell and SLT President Chris Bryant to sort 
through the properties and come up with descriptions for 
each of them to form a solid inventory. 

The open spaces Master Plan subcommittee 
will meet again on March 21 at 5:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House to review the information and continue 
discussions. 


FinCom Closes in on Budget Deficit 

Marion Finance Committee

Looking over the printed spreadsheets and draft 
budget summaries, the Marion Finance Committee on 
March 2 saw some progress in closing in on the half 
million-dollar shortfall in the fiscal year 2017 budget. 

Since the committee's last meeting, the deficit had 
decreased somewhat due to a withdrawal from the town's 
overlay account (municipal cash reserve). Chairman Alan 
Minard said $100,000 of the overlay account has been 
added to the town's operating budget to bring the balance 
of that account down to $200,000 and lowering the budget 
down to about the same. 

"So you can see that things have improved," said 
Minard. "Now we're about $198,000 on the hook at this 
point, which is still far too much in the hole for this time 
of the year." 

State aid numbers have yet to be released and 
Minard said the Assessor's Office still could allow for an 
additional $25,000 from the overlay account. 

Minard mentioned utilizing some free cash as well 
while keeping that sum low so as not to affect the town's 
AAA bond rating. 

"We can breathe a little easier because things have 
gotten a bit better," said Minard, "but we still have work

to do." 

Also during the meeting, the committee talked 
briefly about providing the school district with a flnal 
approved number for its FY17 budget, which is much 
anticipated according to Finance Committee member 
Karen Kevelson who attended the school budget 
subcommittee meeting earlier in the day. 

Kevelson said the school district is anxiously 
waiting for budget approval but, as Kevelson explained, 
the district was disappointed when Kevelson had no 
number to give them as of yet. 

"I was thrown into the lion's den," said Kevelson 
who attended the school meeting alone. 

Last month, Kevelson harshly criticized the

Sippican School FY17 budget, which prompted several 
defensive letters to the editor in local news publications 
by school committee members and the community. 

"It was awful," said Kevelson. "All the cold 
stares...." She said they are eager to hear a number 
knowing that they will have to make adjustments based 
on that number. 

The Finance Committee gives the flnal amount; 
however, as Minard pointed out, it does not suggest 
where cuts should be made or how to spend the money. 

The FY17 Sippican School budget is up $396,000 at 
this point, totaling $6,031,000, according to Minard. 

Minard said the use of circuit breaker funds 
(reimbursement from the state for unexpected high costs 
in special education) for the special education budget is 
still up in the air. The SpEd budget increased 11.3 percent 
this year, and Minard said he is hoping the school will 
offset the SpEd budget with some circuit breaker money, 
a practice school administrators are hoping to avoid. 

"If we can get some relief on the special education, 
we can be more generous on the regular day," Minard 
said. 

The committee motioned to grant Minard authority 
to issue an approved amount to the schools once he 
receives the remaining information he needs to form one. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance Committee 
is scheduled for March 9 at 6:30 pm at 13 Atlantis Drive.

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Bay Club Covenant Modified 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 

By Marilou Newell 

During the March 7 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board, members signed covenant modifications 
to The Bay Club's recent trash agreement with the Town. 
Clearing this hurdle allows the subdivision association to 
seek inclusion in public trash collection from the Board of 
Health. 

In recent months, the Planning Board has been 
under pressure from at least two other residential 
associations to make modifications to their covenants 
with the Town - modifications that would allow them to 
request from the Board of Health trash collection as part 
of the Town's contract with ABC Disposal. 

Prior to the changes, these residential covenants 
routinely included text excluding them from the town's 
trash collection contract, which placed the financial 
burden of trash collection squarely on the residents living 
in such developments. 

The Village at Mattapoisett located off Route 6 
was the first to receive an addendum to their covenant. 
Daniel de Luz, an outspoken proponent and resident of 
the complex, was successful in his bid to make covenant 
changes when he found that the Town's contract with the 
disposal service provider included the language "that all 
residents shall," making the subdivision entitled to trash 
collection. 

After consulting with town counsel, the Planning 
Board, with the assistance of member Nathan Ketchel, 
drafted language that would clear the way for private 
subdivisions to approach the Board of Health seeking 
trash collection inclusion. 

Next came Brandt Point Village, a single-family 
housing subdivision located off Brandt Island Road 
requesting the same modification. That request eventually 
received approval as well. Now it was The Bay Club's 
turn. 

On this night. Planning Board Chairman Tom 
Tucker noted again, as he had in previous meetings, that 
the Planning Board was not approving trash collection 
per se, but instead simply making language changes that

allowed the residential associations to approach the Board 
of Health for approval. 

Ketchel's verbiage, as accepted by the Planning 
Board and vetted by town counsel, includes text 
specifying that the addendums would be voided if trash 
collection costs increased by adding these residential 
associations to the Town's disposal contract. 

During the informal discussion segment of the 
evening's agenda, Joseph Furtado, owner and developer 
of the Brandt Point Village subdivision, accompanied 
by attorney Jack McGreen, requested the board's 
consideration of a tri-party agreement that would allow a 
cash surety on Phase 2 of the development. 

Furtado has been a principal in the development 
for about a year, but found it difficult to move the project 
forward into Phase 2 due to incompletion of Phase 1 by 
the previous developer. 

Such items as unsatisfactory roadways, problems 
with stormwater management systems, and conservation 
issues have plagued both the town and the residents prior 
to Furtado's involvement with the project. For his part, 
Furtado had during previous hearings with the Planning 
Board given his word that all Phase 1 items would be 
satisfied before Phase 2 would begin. 

And it was his word that carried weight with 
Tucker on March 7. 

"Mr. Furtado has given us his word and we are 
going to get a financial agreement," Tucker said. 

The tri-party financial arrangement, as explained 
by Planning Board member John Mathieu, "allows 
the lender to hold construction funds which the town 
can access if the work isn't done." This new financial 
agreement with the town and the lender will allow Phase 
2 to begin now. 

Furtado will return to the Planning Board on March 
21 for a public hearing and to complete the new surety 
agreement. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for March 21 at 7:00 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 

Rochester Center Solar Project Slogs On 

Rochester Planning Board 

By Jean Perry 

There were twists and turns during discussions, 
then stretches and yawns by the time the Rochester 
Planning Board meeting surpassed the two-hour mark 
on March 8 during the continued public hearing for 
Renewable Generation, LLC's public hearing for its solar 
farm project slated for the town center. 

Engineer Stephen O'Connell stood alone against 
the board and a roomful of residents, with no other 
representatives present on behalf of the applicant. Things 
started smoothly, though, with O'Connell going over plan 
compliance after receiving comments from the town's 
engineer Ken Motta, until stormwater talks interrupted 
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that flow. 

"Ai the end of the day, we reached what we 
believe is a satisfactory agreement," said O'Connell about 
stormwater system changes. "It's a pretty agreeable 
resolution to a minor conflict. ... Other than that, the plans 
were satisfactory to Ken." 

Chairman Arnold Johnson split up discussion into 
five categories: waivers, stormwater, decommissioning, 
(tree) thinning plan, and landscaping. 

A number of waiver requests were withdrawn after 
some stormwater requirements were met without them, 
including satisfying Mass Department of Transportation 
entrance requirements and stormwater system design. 

One issue of stormwater system setback from a 
neighboring septic tank leach field elicited a lengthy 
discussion and debate after it was discovered that the 
project did not, in fact, require Board of Health approval. 
Rather, it was within the purview of the Planning Board. 

A stormwater collection structure is planned for 
about 100 feet from the leach field of the residence at 50 
Dexter Lane. The BOH granted the waiver for a 100-foot 
setback; however, the BOH's regulations actually follow 
the State of Massachusetts' minimum of 50 feet. It is the 
Planning Board that requires 200 feet. 

Johnson pointed out that Motta, the town's 
engineer, approved the setback after considering the 
groundwater mounding analysis. Having said that, 
though, board member Gary Florindo argued against it. 
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Florindo said his experience with cranberry bogs 
and their seasonal flooding was enough for him to 
determine that stormwater flow from the solar farm site 
would flood the neighboring leach field. 

''Well, we're double the requirement from the 
state," said O'Connell. "And the Title 5 [requirements 
were] compiled by numerous scientists." 

O'Connell continued, "People smarter than us 
created the Mass Title 5, the state sanitary code, and they 
say 50 feet. We're double that. So Tm going to sleep well 
at night with that design and I think everybody should 
sleep well at night." 

Florindo took offense to O'Connell's putting 
thoughts into his head and he continued his argument 
against the waiver. 

Susan Fleming, abutting resident and owner of said 
septic leach field, asked the board to stick with its 200-foot 
requirement, because, "Our house has been there for 160 
years, and I think we should stick with the 200 feet in the 
books." 

Florindo asked Fleming if she ever gets water in 
her basement. "Yes," she replied. 

"When the bog is flooded, do you get more water 
in your basement?" Florindo asked Fleming. 

"Yes," she replied. 

"I object, your honor," said O'Connell. Several 
board members laughed before O'Connell lunged into his 
argument. 
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"If I was her, Fd say 'yes,' too," said O'Connell. 
"You can't make that connection." 

"Are you suggesting that she's not telling the 
truth?" said Planning Board member Ben Bailey. 

It was a long discussion that ensued, and O'Connell 
was forced to wade through the minutia of stormwater 
run-off and the semantics that went along with it as board 
members substituted the words "run-off" for "water 
concentration." 

In the end, O'Connell told Florindo they would 
have to agree to disagree, but he reminded Florindo and 
the board that Motta, the town's own engineer, approved 
the plan and the 100-foot setback. 

Johnson suggested holding off on the waiver for 
the stormwater system setback, and they finally moved 
on to the next category - stormwater. Flaving already 
discussed that at length to some degree, they moved 
on to decommissioning, which was short-lived since 
O'Connell was not prepared to discuss that on behalf of 
the applicant. 

When it came to landscaping, Johnson said he 
objected to the plan's use of the Eastern red cedar, which 
he said was susceptible to "Cedar Apple Rust," a disease 
he said could affect neighboring apple trees. 

Johnson added that he would not rely on the 
arbitrary decision of plant species of a landscape architect 
over common sense. 

"Because screening," said Johnson, "is probably the 
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most critical aspect of this project." 

Conservation Commission member and Historical 
Commission member Laurene Gerrior mentioned that 
the project still had to comply with state regulations 
pertaining to the historic district, saying the project 
was subject to an intensive archeological study before 
breaking ground. Johnson wasn't digging that. 

"In my opinion, it's discriminatory," said Johnson. 
He pointed out that Sperry Tents was not subjected to 
the same requirements. "If there is something in the 
ground that could be disturbed . . . then it should be held 
accountable by every project in the neighborhood." He 
added, "I think the whole thing on that end is incorrect." 

Besides, he added, the Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program will not approve the project 
until requirements like these are satisfied. He called it the 
"failsafe," since the board has vowed not to approve the 
project until NHESP is through with its process. 

Johnson set one specific condition on the project 
before continuing the public hearing until April 12 saying 
that before any tree was felled, the Planning Board would 
make a site visit to view flagged trees. Also, throughout 
the tree clearing, an engineer hired by the town would 
oversee the progress. 

Johnson said a recent debacle in Middleboro 
pertaining to tree clearing at a project site prompted him 
to make the suggestion. 

Because once the trees are gone, he said, they are

Override and OPEB Discussed 

Rochester School Committee 

By Marilou Newell 

During the March 3 meeting of the Rochester 
School Committee, Chairman Tina Rood told members, 
"The piece about the override is not positive to 
everyone...." 

Rood had recently attended the Old Rochester 
Regional school district budget meeting on February 
29. That summit meeting included finance committee 
members and administrators from the Tri-Town. The 
possibility of a proposition IVi override to offset the 
budget had been suggested by school committee 
members; however, it was not warmly received by the 
towns, she said. 

"We only have property," Rood said in explaining 
how Rochester supports the schools' budgets, primarily 
through the assessment of real estate taxes. "It may be 
time to look at that override in addressing costs in a 
long term way and that our selectmen and administrator 
look at that for our schools," she continued. "It's time to 
consider what is right for our schools," she told the school 
committee members. 

Superintendent Douglas White added, "The ability 
to raise funds are slim." 

White said the towns were pushing the ORR 
district for OPEB (other post-employment benefits) 
planning. The looming financial specter of increasing 
post-employment commitment for those who have and 
will be retiring from the school system now stands at $15 
million. White told the committee. "But we have little or 
no ability to fund that," he added. 

Business Administrator Patrick Spencer said, "Five 
or ten years down the road these costs will come home to 
roost . . . but we have no feasible way to fund them." 

White said the FY17 ORR operating budget sits at 
$17.5 million, a 2.9 percent increase. 
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Rochester's local school budget stands at $5.9 
million, Spencer said, a 2.4 percent increase. 

Cut from the FY17 proposed budget is a health 
teacher, coupled with various cost-cutting strategies in 
the operating budget. Spencer also noted that the current 
$200,000 Chapter 70 surplus would be reduced to $70,000 
in 2017. 

Regarding the proposed 2017 school calendar, 
committee member Sharon Hartley stood firm in her 
resolve that half day scheduling was inefficient in both 
teaching students and giving teachers adequate time for 
training programs. 

"Education suffers and full days are better for staff 
development," she said. 
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The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for April 7 at 6:30 pm in the 
Rochester Town Hall meeting room during which the 
Rochester Memorial School budget will be vetted. 


State to Test Air Quality at Sippican School

The state will test the indoor air quality of Sippican 
School to find the source of what could be exacerbating 
the allergies of some teachers and possibly some students, 
as previously discussed by the Marion School Committee 
and Marion Teachers Association and Health and Safety 
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Committee member Nicole Boussy on February 3. 

Results of testing conducted by the school district's 
Facilities Department in January reported air quality 
levels within the normal range; however, teachers insist 
further testing should be done. 

During the March 2 meeting of the Marion School 
Committee, Facilities Director Gene Jones said a full air 
quality assessment has been scheduled for March 11. A 
team will arrive to take air quality samples throughout 
the school and the roof to test the ventilation system, as 
well as mold, mildew, and moisture levels, along with the 
presence of pests. 

"And when they come through, they don't [take 
a] break," said Jones. "They just go through. There's no 
lunch break, no coffee break . . . they'll go through the 
entire school." 

Jones anticipates a two- week time period to receive 
a report on the state's findings. 

In other matters. Superintendent Doug White 
presented an updated draft of the 2016/2017 school year 
calendar, which shifts a few half-days around to address 
concerns over a long stretch of time from March through 
April vacation without a single break. The Good Friday 
school day on April 14, 2017, which falls on the last day of 
school before the spring break, remains unchanged. 

"In looking at it, there's three out of four school 
committees and four out of five buildings and the 
administration are all advocating for the 14* (Good 
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Friday) off for a whole host of reasons," said School 
Committee member Christine Winters. "There's more an 
overwhelming consensus that it's probably not the best 
day for education in the district . . . and I hope we can 
come together as a joint [school committee] ... and there's 
an open conversation about it." 

School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini 
said she hopes the district could move past the Good 
Friday issue finally. 

"I'm definitely in the camp of 'I really wish that 
we could move on from spending a lot of time talking 
about Good Friday and I haven't made any qualms about 
that,"' said Marcolini. "That being said, I think that there's 
enough data from all the different stakeholders that the 
discussion does not need to be had again, whether we 
want to have it or not." 

School Committee member Michelle Ouellette said 
the fact that Good Friday falls on the day before vacation 
adds to the concern. 

Committee member Kate Houdelette said, "I also 
think that once this is done, then we're done. Next year, in 
two years it's not going to fall before the vacation and we 
spend more time discussing this one day than the kids go 
to school." 

The next meeting of the Marion School Committee 
is scheduled for April 6 at 6:30 pm at the Marion Town 
Fiouse.

families who did not wish to leave the Tri-Town and go 
to Fairhaven for soccer. Last year, the founding family 
of the Oceaneer's club wanted to retire and asked the 
Marion Recreation Department to step in and take over 
the program. Marion Recreation worked with the Town 
of Rochester to create the Marion Rochester Youth Soccer 
(MRYS) league so our families would continue to have a 
choice where to play. It has been a learning curve in this 
inaugural year, yet we had a strong fall program with 
over 400 kids participating.

Two Dimensions

The Prophet With the voices of Liam Neeson and Salma 
Hayek. Directed by Roger Alters. Running time: 86 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Does everything need to be a movie? Even the 
staunchest film buff might wonder from time to time. 
Some material — a book, a comic, a Broadway show, a 
concept album — is perfectly content to stay what it is 
and not get amped up and dumbed down to placate the 
multiplexers. The enduringly popular The Prophet, a book 
of spiritual prose poetry by the Lebanese- American writer 
Kahlil Gibran, might seem to be that kind of material. Like 
the Ancient Mariner, its titular protagonist stops and talks 
to random listeners; unlike the Mariner, the Prophet, Al- 
Mustafa, relates no compelling narrative, but a series of 
ruminations on life, death, love, work, and so on. Movies 
were made out of comparable '60s dorm-room faves such 
as Jonathan Livingston Seagull and The Little Prince, but 
Gibran's work has for almost a century seemed happy 
enough to exist as a pocket-size book. 

Now there is an animated film "inspired by" The 
Prophet, and its driving force is co-producer Salma Hayek, 
who has Lebanese roots on her father's side. The film is 
a personal project for Hayek, who also voices a character 
in the movie, a character that, like most others onscreen, 
does not actually figure in Gibran's book. No matter. 
Hayek has clearly undertaken this project because she 
wants it to reach children in some way, even in somewhat 
watered-down and very abbreviated form (the script often 
just paraphrases Gibran, and only eight of the book's 26 
poems are tackled). And even the least generous viewer 
might have to admit, it could have been a lot worse. 

One shudders at the thought of a Disneyfied Al-Mustafa 
(shortened here to Mustafa) belting show tunes ("Your 
Children Are Not Your Children," by Adam Levine ft. 
Lorde). 

We sort of get a Disney version anyway, because 
writer-director Roger Alters, who helmed The Lion King, 
devises a framing sequence that seems a bit Aladdin-y, 
complete with young heroine Almitra running all around 
a street bazaar in a typical boisterous Disney opener to 




hook the kids. Once the movie settles down, it improves. 
Almitra, who hasn't spoken since her father died, 
accompanies her mother Kamila (Hayek) to a remote spot 
where the poet Mustafa (Liam Neeson) is under house 
arrest for seditious poetry Kamila goes there every day to 
clean house, but Mustafa is freed, and on his way to the 
ship that will carry him home he meets various people 
whom he favors with his insights on life, death, love, 
work, and so on. 

It's here that The Prophet becomes a sampler of 
work from animators the world over, from Nina Paley 
{Sita Sings the Blues) to Bill Plympton {The Tune) to 
Joann Sfar {The Rabbi's Cat) to Tomm Moore {The Secret 
of Kells). A lot of this stuff is elegant, imaginative, first- 
rate (although my issue with Plympton as a guy who 
does animation to show off how clever he is -- a sort of 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu of cartoons — persists here). 
The visualizations of Gibran's concepts are sometimes so 
arresting that I, for one, lost track of what narrator Neeson 
was saying — not an effect Gibran would have wanted. 

Viewed as part of the continuum of animation 
history a work whose ancestors include Fantasia and, 
structurally Heavy Metal (in which a girl is told stories 
by a glowing green ball). The Prophet works much better. 
The "in" to the more abstract and experimental sections 
is the bland Allers-designed frame, with such uninspired 
touches as Mustafa's affable guard Halim (John Krasinski) 
harboring a crush on Kamila. I know it's there to ease 
Disney /Pixar-reared kids into the good stuff, but every 
time an interlude finished and we trudged back into 
dull Allers territory I could feel myself deflate and my 
attention slacken. The ideal presentation of Gibran's work 
is still to be found on bookshelves worldwide (or perhaps 
in the 1974 album, read by Richard Harris), but as a 
calling card for eight indie animators, it gets the job done.

Their staff installed 
protective fencing and signage, monitored nesting activity, 
provided educational opportunities for beachgoers, and 
engaged land owners in coastal habitat protection. In 
addition, 75 volunteers provided essential support to 
the program working within local communities. The 
program is also instrumental in the protection of roseate 
terns during the months after breeding when the birds are 
preparing for migration. 

Today, the Coastal Waterbird Program advocates 
for the protection of the entire coastal ecosystem and 
serves as a model for integrated coastal resource 
management.
